way: Artificial snow may be formed in a 
warm room, the air of which baa become 
saturated with moisture from the breath or 
any cause, by suddenly admitting a current 
of cold dry air. Shortly before 5 o’clock a 
cloud was observed rising from the south. 
At the same time another rose from the 
north-west. The current of wind which 
bore this along was cold,while the opposing 
current was warm and saturated with va­ 
por. These two intermingled, and the ef­ 
fect was to form crystals of snow. The pre­ 
ceding heat and dryness of the day also 
helped to produce this result. The barome 
ter was very low at the time, and the ther* 
ammeter dropped 15 degrees in ten min­ 
utes.

or any dog before its return to the inclos­ 
ure or immediate care ot its owner or pos- 
stSsor, which shall be found killing, wound­ 
ing or worry log any horses, cattle, sheep 
or lambs.” 
The secoud section makes the owner or 
keeper cf any dog which shall have injur­ 
ed any person or property liable for all 
damage so done without proving notice to 
the owner or knowledge by him that the 
dog was mischeyious. 
T he third section 
makes the owner ot any miscbevious dog 
liable to double damages for injury or de­ 
struction of any liye stock. 
T h e fourth 
section renders the owner liable tor treble 
damages for personal injury after notice.

As it needed repairs, which ti e 
housekeeper would not make, the lady 
herself engaged tw’O plasterers, who began 
work before she took possession, and con­ 
tinued it afterward. 
The lady had a cook, 
a young woman with a child.

seemed nothing suspicious about the party. 
But on Ju n e “J the ( Ulcer entering tne 
vault of the Treasury touud some trunks 
brokeu open, and I,GGT,OOO roubles stolen. 
It was strange that out of seven trunks 
there only the three which contained the 
most of the money were opened. 
N either 
the tenants ot the neighboring house or tne 
I quasi-plasterers could anywhere.be touud. 
! Mrs. N ikltine’s house was locked, aud 
when it was broken into alarm ing discov- 
f eries were made. 
In the kitchen door 
there was an opening capable oi admitting 
a man ; beneath the fijor was a narrow 
subterranean passage by which the Treas­ 
ury vault hail bc< n entered.

Alcohol wus invented ‘JOO years »go, by 
the son of a strange woman, Hagar, in 
Arabia. 
La ies used it witn a powder to 
paint themselves, that they might appear 
more Oeauitlul,aud this powder Was called 
alcohol. 
D uring the reign of William 
and Mary aa act was passed encouraging 
the mahufavture ut spirits. 
Soon after, in­ 
tem perance aud profiigacy prevailed lo 
such an extent, that the retailers in intoxi­ 
cating drinks put up signs in public places, 
lidar ming, th© people that they might get 
di unk for a peuoy, aud have s oui c’s urn w to 
get sober on. 
In the sixteenth century, 
distilled spirits spread over tLe continent cl 
Europe. About this time it was introduced 
into the colonies, as the United States was 
then called. 
T he first notice wTe h iv e al 
its use in public life, was among the la­ 
mbers in the H ungarian mines ot the fif­ 
teenth century. 
lo 1751, it was used by 
the English soldiers as a cjrcia!. 
T he al­ 
cohol in Europe was made ot grapes, and 
sold in Italy and Spain as medicine. 
Tne 
Genoese afterwards made ll of grain, and 
sold It as a medicine in bottles, under the 
name of the water of life. 
Until the six­ 
teenth cern lur y it had not been kept by the 
aputhtcaries as medicine. D uiing ’.he reign 
ol H enry the VIL, brandy was unknown 
la Ireland, and soon its alarming effects in­ 
duced the government to pass a law pro 
blurting its manufacture.
